ADMIRAL SIMS REFUSES WAR 


MEDAL, 
New York, Dec. 23. Admiral

GERMANY'S BID FOR 
WORLD'S MARKETS. 


Great Britain's most serious 
competitors in securing an inter- 
national aircraft trade are France, 
Italy and Germany, “states 
a White Paper issued by Sthe Air 
Ministary dealing with the pro- 
Sress of civil aviation in foreign 
countries, 


Neutral countries, although 
generally benefiting financially, 
did not share in the impetus given 
by tha war to aviation, and have, 
on the whole, made little progress 
in that science. 


With the exception of Great 
Britain no country has as yet a 
separate Air Ministry or Depart- 
ment corresponding to our Civil 
Avistion Department, and, “on 
the whole, compared with that of 
other countries, British progress 
has been considerable.” 


CHEAP GERMAN MACHINES. 

The report states :— 

“Partly to avoid the terms of 
the Peace Treaty, ahd partly to 
make an early bid for foreign 
markets, Germany has sold large 
mum’ ers of aeroplanes and 
aeroplane engines at extremely 
low figures to Norway, Sweden, 
Holland, Denmark, and Switzer.

DETAILS OF THE 
CATASTROPHE. 


Manila papers now to ‘hand 
give details of the disastrous 
Carnival fire. From the Duly 
Bulletin of the 6th instant we

at Cardiff entajling congestion 
and waste of quay space occupied 


by her outward cargo at Glasgow, 


and at “Liverpool, and can he 
state whether the congeston and 
delay were due to the Coal Con- 
troller or the Ministry of Trans- 
port in failing to provide 
waggons? Sir Auckland Geddes. 
—I am aware that there is con- 
siderable detention of vessels in 
South Wales ports at the present 
time. The acute position is due 
to. the-fact that there ig an 
unsually large amount of tonnage 
in the ports, but the transport 
situation in South Wales and 
tipping facilities at the porte are 
not satisfactory, the chief diffi- 
culty being I am informed, the 
restricted hours of working 
at the tips, which results in the 
loss of considerable output of 
coal and involves delay te 
shippers. -Thig matter is receiv- 
ing the attention of the Ministries 
of Shipping and of Transport and 
also of my department.

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AIR MAILS IN BULK: 
305 
AEROPLANE BUILDERS 


AND THE PRESENT 
SCHEME. 


_An aeronautical correspondent 
of the Timys writes 

There is much dissatisfaction 
among aircraft manufacturers 
with regard to the Government's 
attitude, which they are disposed 
to describe as “ discouraging’ 
towards the aerial mail scheme. 
It-is argued that the charge of 
half-a-crown per letter for postage 
by aeroplane to France is ex- 
cessive and calculated to prevent 
the general popularity of the 
service. Itis felt also that the 
method adopted of allowing 
latters intended for aeroplane 

postal delivery to be posted only 
at certain specific ~offices is a 
wrongone. It certainly suggests 
that aerial postage is regarded in 
some quarters at least as an en- 
terprise rot to be taken too 
seriously. But the aeroplane 
holds to-day an assured place. in 
the sphere of transit and travel: 
and there remains no sound rea- 
son for excluding it~ longer 
from the position to which usage 
and experience have shown it to 
belong. . 

MB. HANDLEY PAGE'S 
: VIEWS. «on 

Mr. Hardley Page considers 
that a well- organised aerial mail 
scheme should have important 
Imperial and commercial - in- 
fluences. “It should,” he says, 
“facilitate business transactions 
between Great Britain and the 
Continent, and help to cement 
closer commercial relationship, 
prodice for the Government a 
steady reventie, encourage com- 
mercial aviation in this country. 
and act as a form of subsidy for 
the aircraft industry. The 
activities of the exésting air mail 
project are too confined to bring 
about these desirable conditions. 
The Post Office authorities should 
handle the scheme on a much 
larger scale. It is the convey- 
ance of mails by tons, not pounds, 
which wiil result in financial gain 
and wide public support. 

‘From the aeroplane company © 
point of view it costs no more to 
carry letters than it does to trans- 
port an enivalent’ weight Jin 
‘clothing, bedsteads, or any other | 
commodity. 
Ition of weight and space. 
ordinary charge to the public for 
ithe conveyance of goods between 
London ‘and Paris is 2s. 6d. per 
Ib, a rate based on the reasonable 
assumption that a machine would 
nott always travel fully loaded.| 
The result is that-much better 
terms than 2s. 6d. per lb. can be 
oTered to the patron who ‘will filli 
amachine with a daily consign- 
nient of freight. or at any rate: 
provide regular cargo constituting 
the greater part of theload. This 
Postmaster-General could 
undoubtedly accomplish with the

provided. with the valuable 
facilities for quickening ‘business 
communication, which the speed 
of aerial delivery allows? It is 
only a question of common sense, 
organization, and a confident 
tackling of the. proposition on an 
ambitious scale. 


THE QUESTION OF RELIABILITY. 

Mr. Holt Thomas, of the 
Aircraft Manufacturing’ Com- 
pany, in a statement to a repre- 
sentative of the Times, said :— 
“The general problem is far from, 
being as casy as some people 
would suggest. Itis not simply 
a question of putting a load of

on the part of foreign Govern- 
ments also. The greatest practi- 
cal assistance the Government 
can now give us is to guarantee 
us & reglar, uaifagm load of mails. 
But we must beak in mind that 
we cannot .reasonably  con- 
template any widespread appeal 
to ‘the public to send letters for 
Jong distances by air until the 
organisation of ‘airways ‘is very 


Here, of course, as Lord Weir's 
committee has indicated, lies an 
immediate task for the au- 
thorities. 

* Personally I think that, when 
we have organized jnteraational | 
night-flying, and rendered it safe | 
and dependable, there is a vast 
scope forthe carriage by air, in 
bulk, of the Continental mails. 
Take, for example, the Italian 
mail. Normally, Iam told, this 
amoutits to aboyt. two tons night- 
ly. We could leave London with 
this after dark and deliver it in 
Traly the next morning. The 
same could be done not only in 
regatd to Rome or Madrid, but 
also in connexion with the rail 
for any great city, within, say, 
800 or 1,000 miles‘ of London. 
Tt is here, of vcourse, in 
such long runs, ‘that the 
aeroplane beats so decisively 
the railway and boat service; and 
it i$ certain that with guaranteed 
oads, and with the whole process 
organised.on a big scale. the cost 
to the public of carrying mails in 
bulk by air would be surprisingly 
ow. What one does know 
definitely, for example, is this. 
We could carry letters: by air 
between London and Paris, if we 
were only guaranteed enough of 
them,,and in regular uniform 
loads, ata charge very appreci- 
ably less than the ordinary 2 
and and sea rate: and-tais q ite 
apart from “the fact that we do 
the journey in 2'% hours instead 
of in seven, ag if the case by rail 
and boat. 

“There has, hawever, in my 
‘opinion, been amuch too hasty 
criticism of the experimental fee 
of half-a-crown, as charged for 
the express.day air mail between 
London and Paris. I disagree. 
for instance, with thé statement 
that it is excessive from the point 
of view of services rendered-—re- 
membering that the whcle process 
‘of collection, alr transit, 2nd de- 
‘livery is effected, by the use of a 
ispecial organization, in a period 
lof five hours. We pay a mess- 
enger hoy 2s. 4d. to take an urgent 
letter just from one side of 
London to the other, But this 
whole question of the fee charged
